"hat the murie:cd Perſon, Mr. Jeſcph 
Teffreys, having by Induitry in the Diſ- 
charge of his Buſineſs, as a Butcher, ac- 
quired a conſiderable Fortune, choſe to 
wave off Trade and to fpend his Life at 
I-althamſlnw, and enjoy the Fruits of his 
Labours; his Niece, Elizabeth Frffreys, 
likewiſe liv'd with him. ahn Swan, the 
other Priſoner at the Bar, had been a con- 
ſiderable Time in his Service; the Man- 
ner of Life that paſſed between him and 
Maſs ts was by no Neans honou- 
Fable... -. 

That he world enter on the Circum- 
!kances previous to the Murder, thoſe 
that accompanied it, and thoſe that fol- 
Lowell after wards, 

That the young Gentlewoman an4 uie 
other Priſoner at the Bar, did often con- 
verſe together in a very improper Man- 
ner: That there were great Diſorders of 
Drinking, ſo as drew on them the Re- 
jentment of her Uncle; whereupon he 
Jeclated to her, If you don't alter this 
„our Courſe of Lite, and leave theſe Ir- 
revularitics, I will alter my Will, and 
will not leave you a Farthing : VWhich 
vas the chief I hing that induced them 
0 undertake this horrid Defign, 

That their Minds were extremely di- 
vided about the Mealures to purſue their 
hurrid Delign, and how to accompliſh it 
in the properett Manner; ſometimes one 
Scheme was propoſed to effect it, at other 
+ imes another, until at laſt they brought 
tucmiclves to commit this fatal Deed. 

That ſhe thought it a proper Way to 
keep him out late at Night, that fo they 
might #ect their wicked Purpoſes; or to 
find him intoxicated at a mid-night Hour, 
that ſo they might accomplith their horrid 
Deſigns; ang that they would ve rcavy to 
ptove this, 


And that, in order more effectually to 
bring it about, they both applied to one 
Thomas Matthews, who then lived as a 
Servant to the deceaſed Mr. Feffreys, and 
whem they thought as the propereſt Man 
for performing this Work; that he had 
been taken into Service by Mr. Zeffreys 
when under Neceſſity, and that though he 
ſtay'd but a few Days in his Service, yet 
it was long enough to be thought by them 
a fit In{trument for their Purpoſe. 

That the Priſoner at the Bar, Elizabeth 
Here's, order'd him to go up Stairs in A 

oom adjoining to the Houſe, in Order 
to clean ſome Chairs, and a Chelt of 
Drawers ; that he accordingly went there, 
that ſte followed him, and after ſhe had 
been ſome Time there, ſhe began a Diſ- 
courſe with him, aſking him what he 


he being tempted by fo great a Sum 
all;ed what ſhe required of him to do, to 
which ſhe replied, go down to Fohn Swan 
in the Garden, and he will tell you what 
to do; that according to the Direction of 
Miſs Elizabeth Freys, he went down 
to Swan, and told him, his Miſtreſs talk- 
el of his having a hundred Pounds for 
{umewhat to be done, and he wanted to 
know what it was; that Swan ſmiled, 
and would not talk with him in an open 
Place, but had him up in a private Place 
of the Garden, and there told him, what 
the Affair was, that it was to murder the old 
Gentleman his Maſter. That Matthitos

The Uncle be ing gone 
to Bed, both the Priſoners at the ar 
went out into the Garden, and talke) 
conſiderable Time together; * which, 
Swan went immediately to Bed withoui 
any Orders of his Maſter. That ee 
when the Maſter was gone to Bed, bath 
the Priſoners at the Bar came to Ar - 
thews where he was concealed, and tobe 
him, when would be the proper Time ; 
and between One and Two o'Clock, buth 
came to him, and told him, now was the 


Time. 


That this Man' s Heart failed him, ar | 
would not let him purſue the Relolution, 
notwithſtanding the Infligation of Swaz, 
and ſuch a large Sum of Money ofter'd, 
he ſaid, he did not care to execute ſuch 
Cruelty. 

That on this they called him Villain 
and Raſcal, to undertake a Thing and 
not go thro' it: Swan threatned to ſhoot 
him, if he did not do it : That very lit- 
tle Time after this the Piſtol went off 
That Matthews immediately went off, 
and never was in our Power till, ver 
providentially, we had Intelligence of him, 
though he was ſuſpected by many in the 
N ciohbourhoo: d. 

On this, had it been done by Thieves 
in the Houſe, it might reaſonable be im- 
magined, theſe Priſoners would immedi- 
ately have alarmed the Family; and yet 
it is very ſurprizing, that tho' theſe ver 
Priſoners lav on the fame Floor with Mr. 
Jeffreys, and very thin Partitions between 
their Rooms, yet they endeavoured to 
make it appear, that none cf theſe Per- 
ſons heard the Report of the Piſtol ; but 
they alarmed the Houſe, and made a 'Dif- 


covery, but the Time and the Manner 
A 2. Will 
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will appear far from being an Argument 
of their Innocence ; though the Report of 
the Piſtol was heard by ſome Perſons at a 
great Diſtance, yet they pretended they 
heard nothing of it ; though they did raiſe 
a Noiſe and an Outcry, yet it was three 
Quarters of an Hour after the Report of 
the Piſtol was heard by Perſons in the 
Neighbourhood : That when they made 
this Alarm, they talked of Men running 
down Stairs, ſaying, Let us fire the Houſe 
and this Outcry was three Quarters of an 
Hour after the real Time when the Re- 
port of the Piſtol was heard. 

That when the Surgeons were called 
in, it can be proved, the Murder had 
been committed long before; that the 
Blood had been congealed. 

That the Fact was done by a Piſtol, 
and the Deceaſed was ſhot near the left 
Side of his Ear, and there was a Piſtol 
and alſo a Knife found near the De- 
cealed's Bed; and it was actually the very 
Pittol of the Deceaſed, and the Knife was 
likewiſe his own. 

That if any Rogue or Foreigner had 
broke into the Houſe, it is reaſonably to 
be ſuppoſed, they would have drought 
their own Arms with them ; but for them 
to uſe Arms that conſtantly hung up in 
the Kitchen, is a Point not rationally to 
he ſuppoſed, but it muſt be done by Bog 
ions intimate in the Houfe, 

That a Witneſs, Sarah Arnold, will 
teltify ſhe faw Swan fit Bullets to the Pi- 
ſtols, and that the Cuttings was obſerved 
lwyeral Hours on the Hearth, after the 
Fact was committed. 

That this Tyomas Matthews was inclin- 
ed to go into a diſtant Part of the World, 
and therefore entered himſelf into the Ser- 
vice of the. Eajt-fraia Compzuy, as a 
Balcicr, and was jutt ready to go abroad, 
„ut in the mean J'ime was feen coming 
out of the India Houſe and an Enquiry 
being made at the Rendezvous, he was 
met with there, but for ſome Time denicd 


his Name, and ſaid his Name was Yama“ 
Smith; but being afterwards cloſely aſked, 
he owned his Name was Aatthews, and 
that he had been intimate with John Swan, 
and that he ſaid, Don't be tao hard on me, 
and I will confeſs the Truth, That this 
ſhewed his Guilt purſued him ; and thus, 


in this providentia! Manner, is this Per- 


ſon brought as an Inſtrument to diſcover 
the Truth. 

That a Witneſs will declare, That Mr. 
TZeffreys ordered all the Doors to be fa- 
ſtened when he went to Bed, and that they 
were all faſtened by her when ſhe went to 
Bed : She likewiſe will acquaint you, that 


Miſs Jeffreys was very preſſing for her 


Uncle to go to Bed that Night; that the 
Blood had been a long Time congealed ; 
that the Bell-rope by his Bed- ſide was cut 
or broke, in order to prevent calling for 
Aſſiſtance: Theſe Things were referred to 
the Conſideration of the Jury, it being 
apprehended there would be no Difficulty 
in their forming their Verdict, as theſe 
Particulars would appear ſtrongly ſupport- 
cd by Evidence. 

'The Council for the Crown farther ex- 
patiated on the Caſe, 

That Mr. Jeffreys was a kind Maſter 
to Jahn Swan ; that thereupon there was 
the greateſt Obligation on him, not to be 
the Contriver of this Villainy. What a 
Shudder muſt humane Nature receive, 
when it recollects there is no Place where 
Security may be depended upon, but at 
the ſame ime Perſons are barring their 
Doors from Thieves without, they are 
incloſing worſe Enemies within: Nay, 
the neareſt Ties of Kinlred are no Security. 
How amazing is it, that in this prefent

Inſtances of the moit unnatural Barburity 
than a whole Age has done: How / great 


is our Degeneracy, a flagrant Proof of

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which is, the Perſons now to take eir 


Trials; that the farther we are dep:rted 
from the Rudeneſs and Ignorance ol our 
Ancettors, 
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Anceſtors, we are alſo departed from their 
Virtue and Innocence; If theſe Facts 
had been the Acts of thoſe Hands beſt 
ſuited to theſe Purpoſes, ſome Villain, the 
Out- caſt of the People, and whoſe Act it 
is to do Violence to their fellow Crea- 
tures, the Crime would not have appeared 
ſo flagrant ; but the Honour of humane 
Nature is here degraded. 

That the Evidence that will be pro- 
duced againſt the Priſoners at the Bar, is 
only circumſtantial Evidence, yet, that it 
is ſo ſtrong, ſo convincing, as to amount 
to a Preſumption of the Offence ; that 
Preſumption that will ariſe to a Convic- 
tion; there will not remain the leaſt 
Doubt of it. "That the unfortunatc Per- 
ſon deceaſed had been in conſiderable 
Trade; had acquired an ample Fortune 
as enabled him to leave oiF his Buſineſs 
and retire into the Country. The cry 
Thing he wanted to compleat his Happi- 
nels was a Child, as a Companion of his 
Age, a Partaker of his Fortune while Iv - 
ing, and an Inheritor of it afer his Death. 
This was eaiily ſupplied by his Brother, 
who had a numerous Family: accordingly 
he placed his Aﬀection on one of them, 
the Priſoner at the Far, his Nicce, took 
her into his Houſe, and behaved in every 
Reſpect to her as an indulgent Father, 
furniſi:ed her with all gentecl Accommo— 
dations in Life, and leſt her by Ins Will 
to the Enjoyment of his whole Fortune; 
this kind intention he frequently men- 
tioned, while her Bebavlour was regular, 
as an Inducement to be dattifal, but ven 
the became negligent in her Behaviour, 
he declared an Intention to alter his VV ill, 
x the did not alter her Courte, 

She had not Patictce to wait for the 
Poſſcinon; he was conſcious or her own 
I DBetaviour, and ha no Diſpoſition to 
alter her Courle of Lite ; and fhe did not 
want a Periou near at haiid to encout ze 
her intentions, 

The other Priſoner at the Par, to 
Wirom le Deceaſed has been lo lid a 


Maſter, tho' he was offended with the 
Familiarity between his Niece and him, 
and from that Time meditated this Vil- 
lany, in Conjunction with her, and the 
ſoon found a Perſon for their Purpoſe, a 
poor ſimple Fellow who had been em- 
ployed by the Goodneſs f his Nlaſter, 
and was taken by hin into his Se: vice 
for ſome ſmall Time; this was the Per- 
ſon propoſed to execute their Detign, and 
ſo leave them in the Poſſeſſion of his For- 
tune, To this Perſon they opencd their 
Deſigns, ſhewed how eaſy to eſcape after 
the Fact was committed, and ſtrengthened 
their Arguments with Offers of very great 
Rewards. This poor Man, for a con- 
ſiderable Time rejected their Perſuaſions, 
but as Wickedneſs, when it is cloathed 
in rich Attire, is a tempting Object to 
Poverty and }-.ſtrefs, had at laſt its Efiecis 
to ſtagger him, thu! not in the Eud to 
produce the Eitetts expected. 

The Manner in wach ic was to bc 
done, conducted into the Hlouſe, hid in a 
ſecret Place, and then to be viſtted and 
promiſed ali the Comfort in their Power ; 
but at the "Time the Execution was to be: 
performed, the Favours be had rcec:ved 
from his Maſter obliged him to refulc it, 
No Threats, no Abuſes, no I enplations- 
whatever would tempt him to aiter his 
Reſolutions.

"The Evening before the Fact was com- 
mittel, he was let into the Houſe by 
one of the Priſoners at the Bar, and afccr 
he was ſecreted, $7ran retired, and Mils 
Feffreys returned to the Company of 
her Uncle, preTng him to go to Bed; 
thoſe Intimacies that were obſferv'd be- 
tween the Priſoners at the Bar, Appoint— 
ments made from "Time to Time, whil- 
pering, confulting together, as it they 
had ſome dark Purpoſes to Deſign. He 
was ſhot by his own Pitto!, probably by 
his own Powder and Ball. It may be 
objected, that there was no Sign of the 
Murder on their Perſons, no Blood on 
their Linnen; to which it might be re- 
plied, that it was three Quarters of an 
Hour after the Piſtol! went oft before the 
Diſcovery was made, in this Time it was 
no difficult Thing to remove thoſe Things 
away. There is one Circumſtance will 
ſpeak exceeding ſtrong, which is that of 
a Perſon who had a little more Forecaſt 
than the reſt, he afkel the deceaſed when 
he lay expiring, if he knew him, and as 
a Token, he ſhould hold up his Hand, 
which he accordingly did, and he aſking 
him if he knew who the Perſon was who 
had done this Miſchief, if ſo, he ſhould 
hold up his Hand, which the poor Man 
accordingly did. That there were Num- 
bers of theſe Sort of Evidences, but that 
it was unneceſſary to mention more, only 
one, which was, that inſtead of that 
Agony and Diſtreſs that might be ſup- 
poſed every one might expreſs on ſo 
melancholy an Occaſion, there were leſs 


on this Occaſion than 
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Corrow fl. 
miglit ba reaf.navly expected from ber- 
Cn; in thoſe Circuin{tances, or for Per- 
25 vo GH not meet with fo violent a 
Death. ahn wan was drunk aimoſt 
th. whole Day afterwards; and as to the 
Nice, tho“ it was her Duty to have all 
the Comfort neceilary for her Uncle, was 
more chretul to tecure the Box of Wri- 
19%, wherein the Will was depoſited, and 
her Uijcle was committed to the Care of 
a Surgcon (according to Information) of 
but ſmall Experience. In ſhort, there 
Was but little or no Concern thewn on 
the Occaſion. 

We ſhall now proceed to examine the 
Evidences, in order to prove the Charge 
againſt the Priſoners at the Bar. 
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Edward Buckle, Sworn. 

Who depoſed, that he liv'd at Wal- 
thamſt;ww, on Fiily laſt, that his Houſe 
was about thirty Yards diſtant from Mr. 
7 eng,; that he remembers the Murder 
of Mr. Fey,, on the 3d of Ju, that 
about half an Hour after Two in the 
Morning, he heard Miſs Ze#eys make 
ar. Outcry, according I got up and 
went to the Houſe, and ſaw Mais J- 
freys ſtand at the Door; I faid to her, 
what do you {tand ſo in this Manner, 
ſhe had ſomething loofe about her Shoul- 
ders; I went to the Door, and ſhe 
cried, They have killed, they have killed 
him, I fear. She ſaid, Go ſee after my 
Uncle, they have killed him, they have killed 
him, I fear. 

Priſoner, Miſs Jeffreys, I deny it. 

Court. Madam, you ſhall be heard at a 
proper Time. 

Where did you ſee Jahn Suan ? 

Buckle, John Swan, met me after he 
had unbolted or unlocked the Door, he 
was in the Inſide, and Swan ſaid to me, 
Go up and fee after my Maſter, whom I 
fear ſome cruel Rogues have killed, I went 


up

up Stairs directly and obſerved Mr. Tef- 
freys Wounds, they were on the left Side 
of his Head (pointing to the Place) he 
was not dead, I put my right Hand in- 
to his Left, and he ſqueezing my Hand, 
ſaid nothing to me. 

E:urt, How ſoon after did you ſee the 
Priſoner Miſs Jeffreys at the Bar? 

Buckle, Very toon after, crying and 
lamenting for the Loſs of her Uncle. Miſs 
ſaid to me, will you go and lay an In- 
formation of my Uncle's unhappy Affair. 
I aid, I would, but *tis not proper for 
me to go alone; ſhe ſaid, take a Man 
with you, coſt what it will, take a Man 
and go and give Information, that by ſo 
doing, the Villains who committed this 
unhappy Affair might be found out. 

Court. Dil ſhe mention the Things loſt? 

Buckle, Mrs. Martin mentioned the 
Things that were loſt. I can't mention 
cvery Thing in Paiticu'ar, 

Court. Did you ſuſpect any particular 
Perſons ? 

Buckle. I faid toMiſs Jr,, If liebt 
Matthews, I will take him up. She ſaid, 
Mr. Buckle, Don! meddle with him for 
you'll bring me into Trouble, and yourſelf to 
in Jo doing. 

Corrt, When was this Diſcourſe. 

Bu-kie, That very Morning of the 3d 
of July. | 

Priſoner Mis Jeffrey's. Are you po- 
ſitive, look to the Jury, take Care what 
you ſay, you are on your Oath, 

Cort, Can you tember what Goods 
were loſt. 

Buckle, Some Pe + ter and ſome Plate, a 
Silver Cup and a Tankard, and tiftcen 
ſmali Plates. 

Mary Alams, Sworn. 

She depoic!!, That ſhe knew Mr. Je- 
freys very well, that fhe lived near him, 
about 40 Yarcs ; that ſhe heard no Nute 
in the Night the Muider was committed, 
untill ſhe heard the Report of a fun or 
Piſtol, at about Half an Hour after T'wo 


in the Morning ; that ſhe heard the A- 
larm, or Out-cry, about three Quarters 
of an Hour after the Piſtol or Gun was 
diſcharged ; that ſhe went to Mr. J-freys's 
Houſe in the Morning, and ſaw the De- 
ceaſed, but being in great Surprize, and 
big with Child, ſhe could not ſtay in the 
Room; that ſhe helped on Miſs Jeffreys 
Shoes, for Miſs ſaid ſhe had hurt her An- 
cles by getting out of Window; that 
there were a great many Perſons there 
before her. 

John Swan, Priſ. This Woman lives 
10 Yards farther than the other, who did 
not mention to have heard the Noiſe of 
the Piſtol. 

Court, So much the worſe, that the 
Noiſe was heard ſo much farther. 


Themas Mutthews, Sworn, 


Court, Did you know Mr. Jeffreys ? 

Matthews. Yes, my Lord. 

Court, What was the firſt Occaſion of 
your knowing him ? 

Matthews. As I was coming over p- 
ping Foreſt, I ſaw John Swan and Mr. 
Jeffreys there on the Road, and after he 
had enquired where I came from, he took 
me into his Service, and ſent me home 
with John Swan, and I worked with John 
Swan all that Day; I had no Money {or 
my Work, having nothing to ſupport me, 
I told him I would work for my Bread; 
I entered on Service in Mr. "Jeffreys's. 
Houſe, had no Wages, nor had | agreed 
for any. 

Court, How long did you continue with 
Mr. Jeffrey, 4 

Muitth:ws. I worked for him nine 
Daus, ard lived all the Time at his 
Houle, | 

Coirt, What Family had Mr. Zeffreys 
at the Time you lived with him? 

A ithews. A Maid and % Swan, 
my Malter, and Miſs i and a little 
Child. | 

Court.

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Court, Then Mils Jeffreys was in the 
Houſe ? 

AIluttheiut. Yes. 

Court. What Bufineſs did Fohn Swan 
do in the Houle ? 

Mattheuu. As a Gardener ; and he had 
no other Man befrdes him. 

Curt. Where did you go after Mr. 
Feffreys had diſcharged you? 

Ajaithews. J went to work with Mr. 
Hughes, in I bod. ſircet at Walthamſtow, 
Mr. Hughes's Houſe is about four or five 
hundred Yards from Mr. ess. I 
worked with him two Days in his Service, 
as a Farmer's Servant, and then I diſ- 
charged myſelf from him. 

Court. While you lived with Mr. Fef- 
freys did not Miſs 7efreys defire you to 
go up Stairs, and wipe down the Cheſt of 
Drawers and a few Chairs ? 

Matthes. Yes, my Lord. 

Court. Was it a Chamber? 

Mal thetus. It was a Room adjoining to 
the Houſe, in the Back-way, a fingle 
Room only, and there was a Pair of Stairs 
leading up to that Room. Accordingly I 
went up Stairs to wipe down the Cheſt of 


Drawers, and the Chairs. 


aur, When you was in the Room did 
Miſs res eome up into the Room? 
Matthews. Miſs Zeffrezs came up to 
me and opened the Cheſt of Drawers, 
ſhe came up after me, and I fell to wiping 
them; ſhe then ſaid to me, What would 
you do to get a hundred Pounds? I ſaid, 
{ was willing to earn * an honeſt 
way: She told me I mitt” go to hn 
Swan, and he would tell me. I went to 


Jam Stan as ſoon as I came down Stairs, 


which was in about a Quarter of- an Hour, 
he was in the Garden, I told him that Miſs 
Feffreys offered me a hundred Pounds, 
and he was the Perſon that was to reſolve

Court. After this Diſcourſe paſſed, do 
you remember or recollect Ze/ſreys or 
Swan had any Diſcourte with you about 
this Matter? 

Matthews. Swan had, but Miſs Feffreys 
had not; he ſpoke to me ſeveral Times a- 
bout it, before I went to live at Mr, 
Hughes's. He ſhew'd me the Piſtols he 
ſaid he had bought to ſhoot his Maſter as 
he took a walk out in the Evening, Mits 
TFeffreys was not by at any of theſe Diſ- 
courſes. He talked to me in this manner 
nine or ten Times, at none of which times 
Miſs Zefreys was preſent. After I left Mr. 
Fefreys's Service; I went and worked 
two Days at Mr. * 

Court. While at Hugbes's, did Swan 
ſay any thing to you about the murder. 

Mathe tos. He never called after me 
when at Hughbes's, and never ſaid an 
thing to me about the murder while at 
Hughes's. 

Court. Thoſe two Days you were at 
Hughes's, in any of thoſe days did Swan 
not ſpeak any thing to you ? 

Auti heros. He ſpake to me after I had 
done work, and aſked me how I did; 
how I went on, end to drink ſome Beer; 
but no word about the murder ; and he 
would have me to the King's Head (mean- 
ing the Duke's Head) in Moadſirtet in 
| Wal- 
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FValtham/low, the next Public Houſe to 
Mr. Yass, and told me, if 1 wanted 
Liquor he would pay for it; but not a 
word about the murder, 

Court. Did he talk any thing about buy- 
ing Piſtols ? 

Matthetus. No, not at that Time, but 
aſter I was diſcharged from Mr. Hughes's, 
he gave me Half a Guinea to buy a Pair 

of Piſtols, 


Court, What was you to do with thoſe 


Piitols ? 

Matthews, It was to ſoot his maſter 
as he came home from Cvel/ca, 

Curt. Stan had Piſtols before, and 
you was to buy others:? 

Matthews. But I bought none. I went 
to Low- Layton, at the Creen man, there I 
ſpent the money; and the day after I had 
ſpent the money, Swan overtook me on 
the road, and we went together to the 
Green-man and Bell, in Jhite-chapel, one 
Mr. Gall. I cannot tell wh. t day of the 
month it was, but it was 2bout Six in the 
Afternoon when we came to Gals 
houſe, 


Court. When you came to Gall's houſe, 


had you any Liquor ? 

Mattbews. Swan overtook me on the 
road, and was almoſt drunk, and faid unto 
me, Where are you going to? I told him, 
to London; and he gave me 'Three-pence 
to buy a Quart of Beer, and called for 
half a pint of Wine at the Green-man, at 
Low-Layton. 

Court, Was there any thing pailed be- 
tween Swan and you, before you came 
to Gall's houte ? 

Matthews. No; we came to Gals 
houſe about Six in the Afternoon, and 
there we had Beer, and ſtaid till eleven 0 
Clock at Night; and Swan got up and 
challenged the beit man in the houſe to 
fight him for a Guinca; and I being in 
liquor, we both ſtript, and Swar's Coat 
was thrown on the hre, whereby the linc- 


ing was burnt, which being obſerved, tie 
1 LEI 
Coat was taken up and the Pockets found 
to be hcavy, on which they were ſearch'd, 
and there they found the Piſtols : I ſav- 
the Piſtols, and Mr. Gall took them, aun 
I faw them in Mr. Gals Hands, but did 
not ſee him take them out of his Coat + 


Pockets; and there being a Watehman in 


the Houſe, Mr. Ga ordered him to call 
ſome more Watchmen, and they came in 
and carried us both to the Cage. Swan 
pulled out of his pocket three Rings, 
which he ſaid he was going to pawn, in 
order to get ſome money for Miſs Feffreys. 
We were detained in the Cage il th.: 
Night, and the next morning we were 
carried before Sir Samuel Gower, who alter 
Examination committed us both to Cler#4- 
enwell Bridewell, where we continued for 
twenty-four Hours, until Miſs c, 
came and releaſed us. She came to the 
Juſtice, and we were carried again before 
Sir Samuel Gower, and then Miſs Fofreys 
was there. I cannot ſay what paſled be- 
tween Miſs Zeffreys and the Juſtice, but 
the Juſtice ordered us both to be diſcharged, 
and after we were diſcharged, we went 
back together to Gals Houſe again. 

Court. Was any Thing faid about the 
Rings? | 

Matthews. No, Swan parted from me 
then, and gave me a Shilling, and order'd 
me to meet him at the York/hire Gray, be- 
tween hite Chappel and Stratford, ohn 
Swan, and Miſs JVeys, and one Thomas 
Smith, went in a Coach, and I walked to 
the Ye:r/forre Gra after them, and there I 
found them all three. 

Court. When you found them there, 
can you recollect what paſlad. 

Matthews, 1 could nut hear what paſſed, 
for they were in the Parlour, and 7 
Swan came out, and gave me hit a 
Crown, and appointed me to mect him 


the next Day at the ſa nt Houſe. 
Curt, Did you do to? 
Matthi tus. { did, but Swan did not 


B come 
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come untill Seven in the Evening; Miſs 
Zeffreys was not there that Day. 

Curt. What followed. 

Matthews. Smith was to go to make up 
Matters at Ilome, that Sa might com? 
home anain to his Maſter. Tom Syith 
rid, he did not know the Way, ane 
Swan ſaid, I was to ſhew bim. I did 
not hear the Word; that paſſed between 
Swan and Smith ; but I ſhew'd Tom Smith 
the Way, and afterwards Smith and I 
went back again, Smith told me, MiG 
pad made up Matters with her Uncle, and 
when we came back to Su, which was 
the very ſame Aſternoon, and he told me, 
to meet him again upon Epping Forre/?, 
Sunday at Iwo O'Clock in the Afternoon. 
I faw him on the Sunday, and we had 
Talk together, and I was to come at Six 
o'Clock to the Bruck that very Day, on 
the Sunday. Swan came to the Buck, and 
we was at the Buck together, but not a

They order'd me, that 1 
muſt come the Tue/day following to the 
Pack of Mr. Feffreys Garden, at Ten 
o'Clock at Night, and 7ehn Stan was to 
meet me there, and ſaid, he would give 
me fome Money, and that he would leave 
the Garden-door open; when I came to

"Matthews, Swan then clapped his Hand 
into his Pocket, and drew out a Bock to 
put me to my Oath, and I put my Hand 
on the Book, and took my Oath never 
to blow it, and then Swan ſaid, the Pi- 
ſtols were loaded, one with Slugs, the 
other with Ball. 

Court. What was they both to do. 

Matthews. To ſhoot Miſſes Uncle, 
and Swan ſaid, G—d D—n your Blood, 
I have a great Mind to ſhoot you, and to 
blow your Brains out, becauſe you will 
not perform according to your Promiſe, 
and I told him, I could not find in my 
Heart to do it. They parted directly 
from me, and went both up Stairs, and 
left me below. {till in the Paryry, and in 
about half an Hour after, they were gone 

from 
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from me, I heard a Piſtol go off, I 
heard no more, nor ſaw no Body after- 
wards: I went away directly, through 
IValtham/low, and made away for the 
Ferry ſor Endfield Chace and for London, 
and went down into Ke, and ſtaid all 
the Harveſting. 

Court. Can you recolled yourſelf, did 
mu make them any Promiſe for ſuch an 

/ndertaking ?. | 

Matthews. I made them the Promiſe 
when going to London, 

Court, When was the laſt Time of 
making the Promiſe; was there any 
Thing of that Kind paſſed at the Buck, 
or the Alehouſe by J/altham/ow Church. 

Matthews. Yes, at the Buck ; but at 
the Alehouſe near Multhamſtoto Church, 
I can't ſay there was; John Swan ſpoke 
to me, and faid, Damn you, what do 
you get drunk for; and I ſaid, it was 
wich none of your Money, I was drunk 
at the fame Time. 

Curt. Did Jaln Swan never ſay any 
Words to you, if you did not do it he 
muſt do it himſelf? 

Matthews: He told me, that if I would 
not do it, by God he muſt, for Miſs Jef 


Freys is big with Child by him, and if te 


old miſer ſhould know it, they ſhould be 
both baniſhed the Houſe. 

Court, When they found that you re- 
fuſed this Matter, did they ſay what was 
to be done? 

Atatthrivs, They did not tell me any 
Word about it, they did not ſay whe 
mould do it. 

After my Return back from Kent to 
London, J endeavoured to go to the Z#a/!- 
Judics, | went to the India Houſe, and 
intended to go, but was not ſhipp'd. Gall 


came to me at a Houſe where l was, and 


I told him my Name was Sth, I did not 
know Mr. Gall at firſt, He ſaid to me, 
You are the man I want to ſpeak with, 
you mult go along with me. And I went 
along with him; and by the way G4“ 


ſaid to me, Is not your Name Thoma: 
Matthews? And I ſaid ycs. 

Court, What Diſcourſe paſſed at the 
Alehouſe near Malthamſtot Church, and 
how long was this meeting before Me. 
Jeffreys was killed? | 
— Matthews, About a Week before, when 
Stan and Feffreys met me both by Ap. 
pointment, and Swan faid, It was a I'bing 
muſt be done. 

Court. You ſay John Swan brought you 
Victuals, pray what Victuals was it? 

Matthews, Beef, boiled. 


Being croſs examiued. 

He was aſked, where his place of Re- 
ſidence was before? The Deponant Mat- 
thews ſaid, He was a New England man 
born, and had 3 Guineas for the Run to 
Hull, where hè ſtay'd till all his money 
was ſpent. That when he went up te 
clean the Cheſt of Drawers and the 
Chairs, was the firſt time he ever ſpoke 
to Miſs Fefreys, That the Room 
was adjoining to the Houſe ; and that 
ſhe ſent hit down to 7% Swan, and 
that he found John Stan in the Garden. 
That he was had twice before Sir Sammel 
Gower, and paſſed under ſeveral Exami- 
nations, he can't tell how many, and gave 
the ſame Account, as near as he could re- 
member. That Sir Samre's Clerk took a 
a Copy of the Examination, He was 
then aſked, Whether on thoſe Examina- 
tions, he did not ſay he was put into the 
Hogſhead, and fed through the Bung- 
hole ? To which he replied, He never 
ſaid any ſuch Thing, nor gave any ſuch 
Account. He ſaid he gave an Account, 
that he was under a Hogthcad ; but having 
been before confined in a dark Dungeon 
for nine Wecks; and that when a Man had 
been in that Condition, he might not be 
ſo ready in giving in his Account. He 
ſaid he never was confined in the Cellar, 
but in the Pantry, "hat FZobn Swan came 
to him about T welve o'Clock, and ſaid, 
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II would not do the Thing, the Jubb 
ruſt be done. That he thought it was 
bett to make hoff, when he heard the Piſtol 
g off. Being aſked, whether it was a 
Brace of Viſtols he fave, or double Bar- 
rels; he ſaid, ſingle Barrels: And after 
ahn Sivan had br ought then, he carried 


' them both aw ay; that he did not fee them 


Haded. Being aſked what year, month, 
or day it W a5, he faid he could not tell. 
Peing told that he varied fo mueh in his 
Hum nations before the Jultices, that they 
t-fuicd to take his Examinations; that he 
iaid he had been a Voyage to Virginia, 
and caſt 2way on the Capcs of Virginia, 
and cut of the Kingdom at the Time 
Mr. 7. reys Was murdered. He ſaid, lie 
was examined fo often, that he can't re- 
member; that ke had given in what he 
bod to ſay, and had no more to anſwer. 


Themas Forbes, Surgeon. Sworn. 


Curt. Mr. Forbes, what Time was you 
alarmed, and by whom? 

Forbes. Between Three and Fur 
Clock, WedneſJay Morning, I was 
alumed by John Swan, who was on 
Horſeback, who told me, That I muſt 
make us much Hate as poſſibly J could, 
tor a ſad Accident had happened to Mr. 
Teffreys: He did not tell what, or by 
whom. I got there in about three Quar- 
ters of an Hour. When I came up into 
the Room, I obſerved Mr. Feffreys's 
ound, and the Blocd was about the 
Room ; I examined the Wounds, and 
ound two Wounds, one by a Piſtol, and 
one with a Knife; that with the Piſtol 
was in the left {ide of his Face, another 
Wound in the Ear, with a Stab about 
four Inches deep; and I took that to 
be mortal, There was a Knite on the 
Floor with a ſharp point. Swan had a 
clean {hurt on that morning. 


Sarah Arnold. Sworn. 


| She depoſed, That ſhe was ſervant to 
Mr. 7e#7eys, lived there about four Years, 
that 7 on Stan liyed there at the ſame 
T'ime, perhaps about two Years ; that the 
Capacity he was in there, was to do every 
s hing his Maſter ſet him about; and ſhe 
believes F:hn Stuan was in the Houſe when 
the murder was committed. 

Court. Who was with your maſter the 
Day before the murder was committed? 

Ar:1d, Dr. Ciiſtin and his Wife, Mrs. 
Martin and her two Children; who dined 
there the Day before the murder was com- 
mitted. 


Curt. Did they continue there all the 
Afternoon ? 

Arnold. They went out in the After- 
noon to drink Tea at the Royal Oak, and 
came back at Eleven o'Clock at Night, 
with all the Company. 

Court. When they went out, did they 
give you any Orders abaut taking care of 
the Doors. 

Arnold. Yes, and I went to faſten the 
outer Door before they came home, and 
the Door in the Garden ; I barr'd them 


and faſten'd all the outer Doors of the 


Garden to the Field, and all the Gates 
I falten'd that were in the Garden. 
And the Company returned about ſupper 
Time. Dr. Clifton and Mrs, Clifton went 
home. Only Mrs. Martin and the Chil- 
dren ſtayed ſupper. Fey Swan waited on 
them. I put the Child to Bed. Of 
the proviſion in the Houſe, boiled Beef, 
was one Diſh. 
Court. Do you remember Miſs Feffreys 
being out of the Houſe with John Swan ? 
. nold. They went out for a Quarter 
of an Hour, out of the Garden Door 
facing the Kitchen; and this was between 
Eleven and Twelve. Mrs. Martin was 
there at that Time. I ſaw them come in 
again. They came in ſeparate; ohn 
Swan came in firſt, and went to Be di- 
rectly.

rectly. This was about a Quarter of an 
Hour after they went out. It was uſual 
for him, if he went to Bed before his ma- 
ſter, to aſk his Leave, but that Night he 
went without his uſual Leave. After- 
wards Miſs 7-freys came in, in a very 
little Time. 

Court, Was ſlie particularly preſſing 
to her uncle to go to bed, or the Company 
to go away? 

Arnold. Yes; more than uſual; and 
the Reaſon ſhe gave was, that he was in 
liquor and might be diſorder'd in the morn- 
ing: He was not quite drunk, but pretty 
much in liquor, very far on. 

Court, Did ſhe preſs him in any manner 
as to be very particular? 

Arnold. I did not take any notice of it 
then, but reflected on it afterwards. 

Court. Did ſhe preſs Mrs. Martin to go 
away ? 

Arnold. Ves; and ſhe went away about 
Twelve; and about half an Hour after, 
my maſter, Miſs, and I, went up ſtairs all 
together ; and before I went up ſtairs, I 
faſtened all the doors and windows, the 
back door as well as the reſt, and I heard 
no more until the Alarm was given in the 
morning. I did not lie on the fame floor 
with my maſter, bur in the upper part of 
the Houſe, Mr. 7% and Miſs lay on 
the ſame floor, there was but a very thin 
partition between them; hn Swan lay 
on th- ſame floor farther off. There was 
a door on my Staircaſe which I likewiſe 


locked. I heard nothing of the piſtol's 
going off, ohn called me to come 
down, tor he was afraid there were 


thieves in the houſe ; it was day-light 


when he ca.led me; it was on the 3d of 


July. As foon as I came down I en- 
quired where my malter was. John Swan 
ſaid, be be.icved he w dea or murdered. 
I ran directly into my m«{tcr's room, and 
found him lying n tus back, his legs 
drawn up, rat ung in ins broat. I put 
my hand on his wounds, and ivund the 


blood quite congealed ; I ſaw a inife in 
the room by the bed-ſide; it was my 
maſter's knife; it was called his working 
knife; it lay the day before upon the 
bench at the Garden-door, going out of 
the Kitchen ; ſhe particularly knew it 
lay there then, becauſe ſhe had then given 
meat to the Cats, and uſed that knife, to 
cut it out for them. The knife was not 
bloody, I could not perceive any Sign of 
blood upon it. Some time of the day [ 


ſaw the piſtol, the pieces of the pill! 9] 


were pulled out from the bed under my 
maſter, it looked like a piſtol that had 
been burſt, and there were ſome pieces ot 
the iron- work; the pieces of the pills] 
lay together, and being joined looked 
like the pieces of a piſtol that had boon 
burſt, 

Court. Did you obſerve the Bell-rope ? 

Arnold. Yes, my Lord; it looked as if 
it was either cut or broke off; which, I 
don't know. 

Court, Did you ſee any Wound in his 
hand ? 

Arnold. Ves; ſome part of his Left- 
hand was wounded ; it leoked as if done 
with a Knife. Aiter I came out of my 
maſter's Room, I went to the door of 
Miſs's Room, and tried to open it, and 
found her de or locked. 

Court. Was it uſual for her to have her 
door locked ? 

Arnold. Yes, my Lord, it was uſual for 
it to be locked. TI tien went up ſtairs 
into my own Room, and looked out of 
my window, and called out aloud that 
my maſter's '['hrvat was cut from Ear to 
Ear, and I ſaw Mis Zeffreys in the Yard 
with ſemtthing loo e ver her Shoulders, 

Court, Did ſhe get out of the Win— 
Cow ? 

Arnold. I don't know that. 

Court Wis there any of the Neigh- 
buurs 91 abvut the nouſe? 

Arnold, Yes, a gteat many ſtood round, 
nene Weie put into the houſe at that 

time, 
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une When! came dawn, I found the 
ack dur open that goes into the Yard, 
bit I did not obſerve that the houſe was 
broke open, It was uſual for my maſter”; 
piſtols to hang in the Kuchen over the 
Pire-place. 

Court. Did vour maſtet keep any Pow - 
der or Ball in the houſe ? 

Arnold. Yes, my Lord, in a drawer in 
the Kitchen, 

Court, Did you obſerve, after this, that 
thoſ: Piſtols were in their Places? 

Arnold. Aﬀeet I came duwn, ſome 
time in the morning, I ſaw one of the 


Piſtols was gone; John Swan obſerved.

one. 

: Court. Did you obſerve the Powder and 
Ball was gone? 

Arnold. No, my Lord, I did not ob-

I did not obſerve the Key of 
Powder and Ball was remov'd. I ob- 
terved ſome Chips of the Bullets lay about 
the Kitchen floor. 

Court. Did you obſerve any Differen- 
ces between your maſter and Miſs 7ef- 
freys ? 

Arnold. My "maſter did not like ſhe 
ſhould be ſeen ſo much converſing with 
John Swan, becauſe People took notice 
of it; and he uſed to be angry with her 
ſometimes, becauſe ſhe would not come 
into ſuch methods 2s he would have her,

Court. Did you know Mr. Zeffreys ® 

Gallant, Yes, my Lord; I was well 
acquainted with him; he was a good 
Fiiend of mine, 

Curt. Was there any Application 
made to you by Miſs 7efreys, to take 
her Uncle out. 

Gallant, The Week before Mr, Jef- 
freys was murder'd, John Swan came to 
my Shop, and told me, Miſs Feffreys 
wanted to ſpeak with me, and that I muſt 
go to the Garden-gate, and ſhe would 
come to me; accordingly I went, and in 
a little Time ſhe came to me, it was on 
a Tueſday the 25th of June, and deſired 
me to make a Tate for a Lady of her 
Acquaintance, and after ſhe waved that 
Diſcourſe, and defired me to take her 
Uncle ſome Day out with me to Buckets- 


Hill, (which is about four Miles ziſtant) 


and keep him out until it was pretty late 
at Night; and make him pretty much in 
Liquor, and if I ſpent Half a Crown or 
Crown, the would give me the money, and 
ſomething for myſelf. I anſwered her, 
My Buſineſs would not permit me at 
that Time; to whiclt ſhe replied, Dear 
Gallant, do if poſſible, do it this Weck, 
if it can't be done this Week, it muſt be 
done next; I ſhall ſoon have Money, and 
if vou want two or three Guineas, I will 
lend it you, and not hurry you for the 
Payment of it. She told me, ſhe want- 
ed to be out all Night, and when her 
Uncle was in Liquor, he did not uſe to 
enquire after her. I aſked her, how we 
muſt order it with Sarah (meaning the 
Maid Servant) ſhe ſaid, ſhe would bring 

her 
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her over. The Tueſday following, the 
Accident happened, my Man was at her 
Houſe, and ſhe ſent Word by him, that 
ſhe wanted to ſpeak with me; I went 
over, and ſhe bid me aſk her Uncle to go 
out that Day, which was the Day before 
his Deatb; I did aſk him, but he gave 
me no poſitive Anſwer, and fo we did 
not go out, it was about Noon when 1 
was there; [ had been out ſeveral Times 
with Mr. 7:freys, particularly the 24th 
of Tune, we went to Chelſea, and came 
homie at Two o'Clock in the Morning. 

Court, Had you any Converſation with 
John Swan after the Murder was com- 
mitted, | 

Gallant, T aſked John where that Villain 
Matthew was, for my Heart gives me, he 
was concerned in it, and Swan anſwered, 
he was as innocent as a Lamb, and 
Miſs Feffreys throw'd herſelf into a 
Chair, and cried out, Oh ! 1 fall die a 
worſer Death than my Uncle did. 

Court, Did you obſerve any improper 
Behaviour between Swan and Miſs Fef- 
reps, 

Gallant, Upon my Word, I never did. 
Upon being croſs examined, the De- 
ponent ſaid, That the Summer before he 
had received eight Shillings to get her 
Uncle to go with him, in order to pay 


the Reckoning, and never more but that

James Thornton, Sworn. 


Court. Mr. Therntin, did you ſee Mr. 
Feffreys after he was murder'd. 

Therton, Yes, my Lord, about Three 
o'Clock, I found he had loft a great deal 
of Blood, the Blood had ran thro' the 
Bed, and as far as I can judge, I think 
the Wounds muſt have been received a- 
bout an Hour. All the Blood was loſt 
out of that ſmall Artery which the Knife

1 enquired of her how ſhe 
came to be alarmed now, and not when 
it was done, ſhe told me, ſhe was aſleep, 
and dreamed of Fire, whicl: awakened 
her, and ſhe heard four Fellows run 
down Stairs, curſing and ſwearing, ſay- 
ing, now we have done all the Miſchief 
we can, let us ſet the Houſe on Fire, 
with that ſhe jumped out of Bed, and in 
the Fright, ſhe jumped out of the Win- 
dow ; that after ſhe leaped out, ſhe cried, 
Fire, Fire, three Times, and then ſaid 
ſhe, our Fellow came down Stairs in his 
Shirt, and opened the Door; Miſs Fef- 
freys alſo aſk'd me, did you ever ſee a 
Perſon in ſuch a Caſe as this recover ? 
and I told her, I could not tell how to 
make a parallel Cafe, becauſe the Balls

Scowley. I live at JYalthamſtow, and 
Miſs Feffreys came to my Father's Houſe 
at Four o'Clock in the morning, fer to 
hire a Coach for the Day, and my 
Father ſent me down to drive her, ſhe 
ſeem'd to be in a Hurry, there was no 
Body with her, I carried her, and ſet her 
dewn by bite Chappel Church, and 
then I went to the three Nuns in /##:te 
Chappel, and was ordered to go to Sir 
Samuel Gowes's about One O'Clock; I 

went 
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went there, and took her up and car- 
ried her into Lombard. /ircet, at the Cor— 
ner of A'hurch Lane, and waited for 
her, from thence I went to the Green 
Man in Mbit Chappel, and waited two 
Hours or more for her; then I took her 
up, and carried her to WY/oodjtrert, in Mal- 
thamſ/tow ; upon the Road ſhe ſtopp'd the 
Coach, and took ahn Swan and another 


man into the Coach, I did not know 


who the other man was, and ſhe leſt 
Swan and the other man on the Road a- 
bout 100 Yards from her own Houſe. 


John G all, Sworn. 


Gall. J keep the Green Man and Bell 
in Mhite Chappel, and do know John 
Swan, and Matthews alſo ; about the 
rgth of June 1751, they came to my 
Houſe, 

Court, What Behaviour did you ob- 
{erve from them. 

Gall. When they came in they went 
into the Back Kitchen, I aſk'd Swan 
how he did, and Swan aſk'd it we 
ſhould not drink together, and ſo we 
had a Pint of Bumbo together; then 
they went into the Tap-room, and quar- 
relling with ſome of my Cuſtomers, I 
ſaid to this Matthews, what ragged 
Raſcal are you, I ſuffer no quarrelſome 
Company in my Houſe, and 1 aſk'd Star 
how he came to bring that ragged Raſcal 
to make a Riot, and Swan faid, he be- 
longed to him ;-I then went to turn him 
out of Doors; Swan ſaid, if you uſe m 
Fricnd ill, he*would thraſh me, then he 
pull'd off his Coat to 7 me; and 
Hung it on the Kitchen Bars, the Fire 
being out, but the Bars being hot ſet the 
Lining of the Coat on fire; I then took 
up the Coat, and finding it heavy, I -xa- 
mined &, and found a Brace of Piſtols in 
the Pockets, one in each Pocket ; when 
I found the Pittols, I ſaid, I believe you 
are turned Rogue, for you carry fire Arms 


ur Pockets, and as I was determined 
tee, 1 ſent ea Watchman that was in my 
Houic for three or four more, and we 
took hold of Swan and Matthews, and 
carried them over to the Watch-houſe, 
and I locked them up in the Bail-dock ; 
Swan ſaid, hope you won't lock me up, 
as we are Fries, I ſaid, I would lock 
you up if you was my own Brother; 
while they were in the Watch-houſe, 
they found a Pair of Lar-rings in a Sha- 
green Caſe, 

Next morning I carried them before fir 
Samuel Gower, where they were examin- 
ed, who committed them both to Bride- 
well, I knowing Swan's maſter, ſaid I 
would go and ſee whether he was ſervant 
to mr. 7 or not. I went according- 
ly to Walthamſtow, to Swan's Waſher- 
woman, and the W aſher-woman went to 
mr. Frs, and ſent miſs rs down 
to me, When Miſs came down, ſhe told 
me, the Ear-rings were hers, and ſhe had 
{ent them to a Workman ; and the Reaſon 
he had the piſtols was, he had been a 
Journey; and that her Ear-rings had been 
left as a pledge for a Debt ſhe owed, 
which ſhe was not willing ſhould come 
to her Uncle's Ears. I told her they 
were in Cuſtody, and if ſhe did not come, 
they would be ſent to Brid:-well that 
Night, on ſuſpicion of being out on the 
Highway; ſhe ſaid ſhe would come that 
night or the next morning. 

The next Day ſhe came to my 
Houſe, by fix o'Clock in the morning, 
in a coach; and ſhe went into the room 
where my Wite lay, and put off ſome- 
what women wear, and had a glaſs of 
Rum or Brandy, I can't ſay which, and 
they went down to fir Samuel Gower, and 
called there, and he was not up, fo wait- 
ed in the office, until an order could be 
had to fetch the priſoners to be examined ;

Some conſiderable time after this, a 
friend came to me, as I was getting up in 
the morning, and told me he had been at 
Leadenhatl, and had ſeen Matthews, and 
had heard that that fellow was going a 
ſoldier to the Eat Indies, Accordingly 
I had a warrant from fir Samuel Gower, 
and enquired at the India Houſe, and 
having ſome intelligence, I went to a 
Houſe called the Recruiting Officer, in 
Roſemary-lane, and ſaw Matthews there. 
I faid, do you know me, young man, he 
ſaid no. I aid, what is your name? my 
name, ſaid he, is Thomas Smith.

He ſaid, 
he remembered he was deſired to do it by 
one of the Clerks, and that he according- 
ly did make an enquiry, and found it to 
de all a lie. 
Thomas Smith, Sworn. | 
Court. Do you 1emember any thing of 
miſs Jeffreys and Swan, at the WV hite- 
Ilerſe, Stratford, on the 21ſt of June laſt ? 
Smith, We went to the houſe of John 
Gall, at the Green Man and Bell in IVhite 
-Chappel, and Swan ordered me to go to 
a gardeners, and buy ſome flowers ; and 
afterwards Swan and I went to bite 
Chappel turnpike, miſs Feffreys overtook 


us in a coach, and then took us both in- 
to it, and put in at the J/hite Horſe at 
Strat ford, and went in directly at the 
back door, I think either Swan or mif: 
Jeffreys ordered them to go in at the back 
door; either of which he don't know. 
When we came there we ſaw Matthews 
fitting at the fore door, and he joined 
company with me. Stan, Miſs, [ and 
the Gentlewoman of the houſe, went in 
and drank ſome Wine; Matthews ſtill fat 
at the door, and Stvan went out of the 
room to the door, and ſpoke to Mattheuu. 
We ſtayed there about an hour. 

Court, What became of her ?

Tre, and 
I ſaid, my dear fir I am ſorry to lee this

The Priſoner's Defence.

Swan, Priſoner. Yes. 

Elizabeth Feffreys, Priſoner. I con- 
clude moſt of them are perjured, I will 
leave my Cauſe to be pleaded by the 
Counſel, Elia. 
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Elizabeth Diaper ſworn, 

Diaper. I lived a few Yards from 
Mr. Fefreys, and do remember when he 
was murdered, Between two and three 
v'Ulock in the Morning I heard a Voice 
calling out Diaper, Diaper ; on which I 
then jumped out of Bed, opened the 
Window, and faw Miſs Jeffreys calling 
out, there are Rogues in the Houſe, I 
was undiefſed, and in my Shift: I took 
my Gown, and ſaid, I am coming as 
ſaſt as] can, They were ſtill crying out, 
Fire and Thieves. The Maid was at the 
Window at the ſame Time. 

Ts IVitneſs fainted in the Court, and 
Jo was obliged-to be carried out, and 
her Husband, Joha Diaper, was 

worn. 

John Diaper. I live about fifteen Yards 
from the Houſe, heard the Alarm of Mis 
Feffreys crying out Fire, Murder, and 
'f hieves, and I made haſte and obſerved 
Mits 7efreys getting out of the Window, 
about half out. This was before I went 
down Stairs. When I got there I found 
her much frightened ; and after I came 
there I ſaw John Swan open the Door. 
{ went into the Houſe, and found rhe 
Back-door open, the Window open, and 
then found the Gates all open, four Gates 
ſouthwardly in the Garden all open. 
Then | proceeded to the Pantry, and 
there I found a Hoe. T1obſerv'd no Track 
of Feet on the Dew which was then on 
the Ground, though I tried up and down, 
Swan ſeemed very much frightened, and 
wiſhed he had died before his Maſter. 1 
went into the Room where Mr. Fefreys 
was, and obſerved ſome Marks of Blood 
on the Stairs, I ſaw Marks of Blood on 
the Baniſteis and the Stairs a Month after- 


wards, I always obſerved Miſs was ten- 


der of her Uncle when ſick, and never 
xnew but that they lived comfortably to- 
gether. There might be a Word now 
and then, but it was ſcon made up. 

Mrs. Diaper having recovered herſelf, 
was brought again into Court, and de- 


poſed, that ſhe ſaw Miſs Yes in her 
Shift, and Mrs. Buckle by her ; and that 
this Deponent ſaid to Miſs, Lord, Miss, 
how did you get out; and ſhe ſaid, out of 
the Window? 

For God's Sake, ſaid Miſs, ſee where 


my Uncle is, and Foe Martin. Fohn 


Swan came out undreſt. Miſs was at her 
Door, and her Shiſt had no Blood upon 
it, nor Marks, nor Stains. It was foul, and 
ſhe might have wore it two or three Days. 
Miſs Jeffreys fainted away at this Time, 
and continued under Convulſions for 
near 40 Minutes, during this Evi- 
dence. 

This Deponent farther faid, that the 
Maid opened her Maſter's Window, and 
cried out, Thieves, Rogues ; the Rogues 
have opened my Maſter's Door, and cut 
my Maſter's Throat from Ear to Ear. As 
ſoon as I came to the Door I defired the 
maid to go and pet the child down, 
which ſhe did, and left it at Mrs. Martin's 
Door; when I came into Mr. 7efrey:'s 
Room, I found him murdered, and the 
blood ran acroſs his Throat. I generally 
nurſed him in his illneſs, and obſerved 
Miſs very kind to him, And | have known 
that John Swan has fetched Mr. Zeffreys 
home often from Chelſca, the Foreſt and 
elſewhere at all hours, 

Being croſs- examined, ſhe ſaid the 
Window was directly over the Door, and 
had a Caſement ; that it is a Window a 
Pei ſon could get our of, and that Miſs had 
got out of the Window many a time; 
that ſhe ſaw the Wounds bleeding, and 
the blond was warm, and that there were 
Marks of Blood on the Banifters on the 
right hand ſide going down; that ſhe 
ſaw them all ſtript to their ſhirts and ſhifts 
and not a ſpot of blood upon them, 

William Davis, worn. 

Davis. | live near Mr. Feffreys, and 
heard Miſs crying out, for God's ſake

ſearch all about for the rogues, if fifty of 
us went ſhe would pay them. She ſeemed 
to be a Tittle matter frightened.

Stan was very ready to aſſiſt us with 


rakes to ſearch in the Pond. 
Mary Buckle, ſworn. 

Buckle. I live in the Court where Mr. 
Jeffreys was murdered. Wedneſday morn- 
ing between two and three o'clock, I heard 
a Calling out, I am afraid the honſe is on 


fire. When I came into the Court, Miſs 


eys was falling from the window. I 
asked the reafon of it. She ſaid ſhe was 
in a Dream when ſhe heard the Outcry in 
the houſe, She ſaid, Don't mind me, go 
ſeek after my Uncle, ſhe was in a real 


fright and concern; her Shift was not 


clean and no Blood upon it; that Miſs 
ſaid, ſhe heard ſome men run down 
ſtairs, and that they ſaid, Damnation to 
the old Rogue, they had done all the miſ- 
ehief they could, and now they would go 
down and ſet the houſe on fire, which 
forced her out of the Window. 

Katharine Griffis, /worn, 
 Griffs. I heard the alarm; and when 
Miſs Jeffreys came into the room, ſhe 
faid, Dar Uncle, if you can ſpeak, ſpeak 
to me; if you know me, make motions,. 
and he made none; that he died at eight 
or nine in the Evening ; that Miſs Jef- 


Freys was in the Room and believes he was 


ſenſible at that time; ſhe asked him whe- 
ther he knew her, and he ſqueez'd her by 
the hand. 

Robert Clifton, ſworn. 

Clifton, I have known Mr. Jeffreys 
many years, was his Apothecary, was 
with him the day before he was murdered 
until the Evening. John Swan came to 
me about Ten in the morning, deſired 
me to make all the haſte I could, for 
he feared his maſter was murdered ; and 
Miſs Jefreys asked if any help could be 


had in London, if there was, ſhe deſired 
he might have it; that a Surgeon that was 
there imagined he might be dead before 
any help could come. I really believe the 
hand that diſcharged the Piſto] muſt be 
wounded by the burſting of it, and John 
Swan was not wounded, and therefore I 
think he did not diſcharge the Piſtol. I 
have taken Mr. Jeffreys out, at the re- 
queſt of Miſs, which was, that ſhe might 
receive a viſit, or go and ſee a friend. 

Being croſs examined, he ſaid, if John 

Swan was inclined to do his maſter a mil- 
chief, he had many better opportunities, 
as there was many a dark night when he 
came home with him; that his horſe 
once went into a Pond, and he fell off his 
horſe's neck, and Swan ſaved him, and he 
always expreſt a ſatisfaction in Swan who 
ſaved him. That Miſs behaved as a du- 
tiful child, and thinks ſhe had no hand in 
the murder. 
The Counſel for the Crown then ob- 
ferv'd, That the piſtol being along one, 
which appeared from the length of the 
rammer, (which was produced, as alſo 
the ſhattered remains of the piſtol) and 
that part where the lock was hxed was 
entire, that. conſequently the hand that 
diſcharged it might not be hurt, "That 
at the time he came to ſee Mr, 7effreys,. 
he told Mr. Forbes, That it was done by 
ſome of the Family. To which Mr. 
Clifton now replied, that he might ſay fo 
thro' ſurprize, but that he had no ſuſpi- 
cion of any perſon in the houſe at that 
Time. 

Court. Was you not with Miſs Zeffreys- 
this morning before fix, and did you not. 
receive a.ſum of money of her? | 

Clifton, I never received any money 
from her. 

Court. Was there not either twenty 
Pounds or twenty Guineas, that you re- 
ceived of her this morning, or the laſt. 
night ? | 

Clifton, !My Son told me he had a 
twenty Pound Note, in part for Goods 
delivered to her. I never applied to her 
for. this Money. And nothing paſt di- 

rectly 
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reAly or indircAly, that I would not come 
into Court unleſs the Money was paid. 
Ann Ciſton. Sworn. 

C:ifton. I went into Mr. es back 
Gates, about Four o'Clack, and ſav: Miſs 
Teffreys in th: Garden, and I vert into 
the Houſe, and faw Mrs. Mar ny who 
laid ſhe had loſt the beſt rien! in tne
